The Siudent Hearing Office, DCPS, scheduled « Due process Hearing for Juoe 23, 2005, 
The hearing was convened as scheduled and continued to July 29, 2005 to determine 
progress of IX;!PS in acquiring evaluations it agreed to perform on June 20, 2005, The 
record was held open urrtil June 28, 2005 for the parent to subnoit a consent to evaluate 
fonna and correspondence that she had sent to ihc DCPS Superintendent's Otobudsman^s 
Office pursuant to her testimony on June 23, 2005-

V. FWpTNGSOFFALA 

In consideration of llw hiring record and tho testimony of each wttncss, the Hearing 
Officer has cwde the followng findicgs effect. 

This case has been complicated by the conflicting aod contradictory testimony 
provided by the parent, Karen Graifl and the failure of the Educational Advocate to alert 
patitioDer's counsel to th^ fact that the school offered and attempted to provide 
evaluations for Petitioner on June J 3, 2005- The Hearing Officer gave the parent ample 
opportunity to demonstrate credibility with respect to all actions taken to xeijucsi tlwrt 
Petitioner be evaluated. 

Thc only testimony of the parent, sl critical witncss^^ which could be coiroborated 
was the allegation tb.«t Ms. Pretlow (Petitioner's general education teacher) suggested 
that Petitiooer should be tested. Mr. Juan Fernandez, Petitioner's educatioo advocate 
credibly testifi<wl that Ms. Pmlow stated at tjje June 20, 2005 lEP that she suggested 
cvaluatiojos to the parent as early as September of 2004. Ms. AUic TlM>mpson* the 
Special Education Coordinator confinned that Ms. Pretlow made these statements at the 
June 20, 2005 lEP meeting. 

Reliable testimony that it wai? ssuggestod to Petitioner's parent that Petitioner be 
tested is insufEcjent evidence to conclude that the parent actually requested testing priot 
to May 1 7, 2005, the date she subwo Jtted 3n incomplete request form which did not 
include Petitioner's name. Petitioner's counsel subsequently submitted another request 
on May 23, 2005 which included Petitioner's name. 

Petitioner vehemently testified that ahe had several conversatioiis which evolved 
into confiontations wife &e school principal, Mr. Slade, regarding testing. Yet, Mr. Sladc 
was not compelled by counsel to attend the hearing. The parent's testimony regarding 
the complications she experienced with Mr* Slade is compelHng.but must be given less 
weight given the feet that much of her testimony is contradictojy. 

She is uncertain about specific dates, she failed to indicate on the DCPS 
wrollraent forms that tlie Pf^itiftner was ever a special education student, she was unable 
to assist the hearing officer in drafling a credible or reliable timeline of events, she was 

unable to recall specifically hovrmany tim« ©he visited the schjool ^t^/hilc fltteroptine to 

onron her son, and, she failed to provide the letters or proof of communication with the 
Superintendents OjfiBce regarding her concerns pursuant to her testhnony.

Moreover, Ms. Thompson, the Special Education Coordinator had to pick up prior 
recon!<i TBgaidkg Petitioner's special education status in Maryland heraelf by driving to 
Thurogood Marshall School Given that Petit(oner was fbmially in the special education 
system in am>thcr school system it is difBcidt to undeijfstand the pr^^ 
encountered with beginning the eligibiJiiy process In the District of Columbia, put. Ma, 
Thompson's actions demonstrate that the school was prepared and willing to fuWffl its 
responsibilities and cvct do a little; more by retrieving dociim«?ntation that th^ pftrent 
should have provided to the school. 

IXPS proved by a preponderance of evidence that they acted as soon a^ 
rwdived a coxnpleted and signed request to evahiate. In this case, there can be no fitiding 
of a feilure to evaluate absent more credible teBthnony froxn the parent. Nor is th«re 
suJBBcient evidence of a child find violation. Ms. Thompson's tc3tm).ony that Petitiotter's 
record <?£ absences complicated any possiMUty of identificatiion is credible. Huwcvcr, 
the testimony of Ms. Thompson also revealed that no dates had bcco established for 
conducting evahiations shice Petitioner was not available on June 20, 2005 and no 
follow-up lEP has beOT scheduled- 

Hence the Hearing Officer hereby issues the following Order. 



VI. ORDER 

1 , DCPS shall perforai all evaluations determined necessary by the June 20, 2005 
lEP meetuxg no later than October 7^ 2005. 

2, DCPS shall convene and MDT/IEP within 15 school daye.of the receipt of the 
Ja.'rt: evaluation. The MDT/DBP team shall review the student's evaluation*. If the 
evaluations reveal that the Petitioner 15 eb'gibic to receive Special Education, the 
EEP team shall develop an lEP as a p pr opr i ate; discuss and detcnninc placement 

3, If Placement is to a DCPS public school, DCPS shall have five (5) calendar days 
to issue the prior notf ce of placement If placement is to a non-public or private 
school, DCPS shall have thirty (30) calendar days and if placement is to a 
residential fecility DCPS shall have sixty (60) calendar days to issue the prior 
noxlce of placement, 

4, All mectiD^ will bd seh«dtiled throu^ paiem*s csonnseJ. 

5, DCPS will be granted a day for day extension for any delay caused by counsel for 
the parent/guardian, the parent/guardian, the student or the educational advocate. 

6, Both DCPS and Parent's counsel will provide the Hearing Officer with an update 
or summary of the MDXyiEP within 10 days of the team meeting.
